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The People’s Liberties 


S A MEMBER OF THE PAR- 
A liamentary opposition Mr. Die- 
fenbaker, to his credit, repeatedly 
advocated a Canadian Bill of Rights. 
He says he has not forgotten that 
project, now that he leads the Gov- 
ernment. 

Of course he cannot be expected 
to do everything at once but -he is 
working on.a Bill. of Rights. Prob- 
ably it is one of those hard, divisive 
issues that will be conveniently post- 
poned until after the next election. 

But meanwhile this whole ques- 
tion of protecting the Canadian citi- 
zen’s personal liberties has entered 
a new and perhaps decisive stage in 
the courts of Quebec. There Mr. Du- 
pléssis’ notorious and oddly-named 
Freedom of Worship Act. is being 
challenged as an invasion of personal 
liberty and a violation of the Cana- 
dian Constitution 

The present litigation arises out 
of the celebrated prosecution of a 
Jehovah’s Witness named Saumur, 
who was arrested in Quebec City 
because he-distributed.the. literature. 
of his sect. After long delay the Su- 
preme Court of Canada decided, in 
1953, that the civic by-law under 
which Saumur had been prosecuted 
was unconstitutional 

This was an historic decision but 
very confusing. Four Supreme Court 
judges held that no provincial legis- 
lature has the right to prevent citi- 
zens from distributing printed mat- 
ter. Four judges took the opposite 
view. The ninth, now Chief Justice 
Kerwin, found that the by-law 
lated an old provincial statute, 
that it violated the Constitution 

Thus, in a series of complex judg- 
ments, fivé judges apparently be- 
lieved that a provincial legislature 
can interfere with, the citizen's 
right to distribute printed matter; 
can, in fact, control publication, a 
basic liberty. And if the legislatures 
can do that then we can have in 
Canada ten different sets of rules, 
ten variable different rights of citi- 
zenship in the ten provinces 

This invasion of a common Cana- 
dian citizenship is what worries men 
like Mr. Diefenbaker and makes 
them demand a Bill of Rights which 
will make certain, once and for all, 
that only the national Parliament can 
legislate on personal liberty and that 
*some liberties can never be violated 
by any authority whatever

If the Freedom of Worship Act 
is constitutional any provincial legis- 
lature can invade personal liberty as 
it pleases. A Bill of Rights becomes 
essential to protect liberty and to es- 
tablish Parliament's unchallenged 
control in: this field 

The Freedom of Worship Act has 
been before the Quebec courts re- 


Whatever these courts 
may decide, the case will go to the 
Canadian Supreme Court, the last 
tribumal~ of ‘appeat~* Then the -Su- 
preme Court must make up its mind 
on a great issue, as it made up its 
mind not long ago—on other grounds 

to quash the Quebec Padlock Law 

If the Supreme Court decides 
that the Freedom of. Worship Act is 
unconstitutional and that the prov- 
inces have no right to control such 
things as publication, there may be 
no need for’a Bill of Rights by leg- 
islation 

But we have no assurance on 
that score. Until now the Supreme 
Court has never ruled that the prov- 
inces cannot interfere with personal 
freedom 

Only judges, so far, have 
taken that view and supported the 
celebrated judgment of Chief Jus- 
tice Sir Lyman Duff who, in 1938, 
held that by the preamble of the 
British North America Act, our writ- 
ten Constitution, the Canadian citi- 
zen is guaranteed all the rights en- 
joyed by the citizens of Britain 

If five or more judges of the pres- 
ent Supreme Court adhere to the 
Duff Doctrine, as it is called, in the 
present Quebec case the whole prob- 
lem will be settled. We shall have 
an effective Bill of Rights without 
any action by Mr: Diefenbaker. Per- 
haps that is what the Prime Min- 
ister is hoping and waiting for.

More Scientists for Canada 


M® DIEFENBAKER'S  SUG- 
gestion of a national educa- 
tional plan to produce more scientists 
in Canada is highly significant in 
several respects. 


The plan, he says, would. be 
“within the limits of the constitu- 
tion.” By the terms of the British 
North America Act, education falls 
directly under provincial jurisdiction. 
But there is nothing in the act to 
stop the Federal Government from 
giving financial assistance to univer- 
sities. Indeed, a substantial measure 
of assistance was given by the pre- 
ceeding administration. 

The Prime .Minister’s concern 
over the scarcity of scientists is 
shared widely. Se, too, in educa 
tional circles, is his belief that study 
of sciences alone is not enough, that 
the humanities cannot be neglected, 
since, as he puts ft, “there is more 
to life than a test tube.” 

How then does Mr. Diefenbaker 
intend to stimulate the development 
of scientists through an educational 
plan which would not invade pro- 
vincial jurisdiction? 

The simplest and most straight- 
forward means of reaching his 


objective would 
provision of 
scholarships 


probably “be the 
federally financed 
or- student aid; to give 
Canada’s bright young people the 
fullest possible opportunity to de- 
velop their talents as scholars and as 
scientists 
The method of selecting students 
most suitable for federally-subsidized 
higher education shotild not pose any 
difficulties. A proper set of exam- 
inations, coupled with reports ‘from 
teachers and the use of current 
ability-testing devices should be suf- 
ficient to disclose the most promising 
material 
A distinguished United States 
public figure the other day stated 
that what his country needed was 
not a rocket, but a family of rockets. 
Mr. Diefenbaker, in his proposal, 
appears to go deeper into the matter 
What Canada needs is not so much 
a rocket, or family of rockets, as a 
family, and a large family, of scien- 
tists capable of producing them— 
and advancing other scientific work 
of value for peacetime use as well 
as defence 
The “public awaits with interest 
further details of the Prime Min- 
ister’s plan.

can use at present, conservation 
efforts in other parts of the world

Yet ‘since water means life, the 
scientifi¢ developments in Australia, 
where human ingenuity is moving 
into relatively arid regions and con- 
vetting them into productive lands, 
assumes general importance. 
Thanks .to the Commonwealth 
Scientific and Industrial Research 
Organization, some parts of Australia 
can. now put a lid on meagre water 
supplies to prevent evaporation. In 
other sections, through the same 


agency, farmers are virtually able to. 


“put the fidid ‘conténts of dirt’ reser- 
voirs in a bag. - tote 
The research organization has 
found that _a compound, hexadecanol, 
can be on the top of a 
reservoir spread out to ferm a 
waxy film one molecule thick whith 


‘natural i 


reduces evaporation by as much as 
37 per cent. 

An application of the substance to 
the reservoir of an inland Australian 
town has saved as much as six 
weeks’ summer consumption which 
would otherwise have- been. drawn 
into the air and lost. " 

By other’ experiments the Com- 
monwealth Scientific and Industrial 
Research Organization has devised 


another technique to check water. 


loss by seepage through earth dams. 
Such tosses can run one-half 

to three-quarters higher than by 
evaporation. But the application of 
an antiseepage polythene plastic 
coating applied to the floor of earth 
dams provides an inexpensive sealer. 
Science is moving against those 
conditions’ which have 
destroyed land produetivity in the 


dry sections of Australia. It has not | 


conquered the desert, but it is work- 
ing at the perimeter. More land is 


being reclaimed to-feed a hungry 
world.

It is the inescapable deduction from 
the report that British Columbia will 
have to pay higher salaries if the Forest 
Service is to attract a larger proportion 
of trained men available from an insuf- 
ficient manning pool. 

Throughout the fabrie of- the report 
runs a continuous thread revealing in- 
sufficient funds for the jobs to be done. 
In almost every case shortage of money 
is accompanied by a shortage of men— 
the latter not entirely due to lower wage 
scales. 

Shortage of men hampers surveys, in- 
ventories, fire protection and suppres- 
sion, public relations and education—vir- 
tually every branch, whose spokesmen 
say they could do more “given men and 
funds.” 

Access roads are not being pushed to 


«the: Jimit. because sufficient-.men: and. 


funds are lacking. Research is restticted 
for the same reason. Inspection and po- 
licing is curtailed by the same causes. 

The commissioner, ‘having set out 
tables of provincial forest revenue and 
fofest expenditure, offers the following 
remark: “Whether an*expenditure on the

forest resources of this province of an 
amount equal to about one-third of forest 
revenues ts adequate is a matter for the 
Government to determine. I have recom- 
mended a substantial increase in the 
Crown contribution to fire-protection ex- 
penditures, and.this and the implemen- 
tation of other. recommendations. infvoiv- 
ing added costs will undoubtedly increase 
this percentage but not, I think, to an 
unreasonable level.”
